To Finance War 


Bonus of $15 Per Ounce 
On Gold Paid by Treas- 


ury, Lawrence Says 


BY DAY1D LAWRENCE 


Washington—Many people have 


wondered bow the British and 
French governments notwithstand- 


ing their heavy 
indebtedness of 
the last World 
war can finance 
the present war. 
Lately it has 
become appar- 
ent that Amer- 
ica is really re- 
sponsible 
for 
the 
financial 


resources which 
the allies have 
today and that 
in this war in- 
stead of lending 


Lawrence 
$10,000.000,000 to 


Europe the United States has vir- 
tually made a present to the British 
and French of about $3,000,000.000. 


Before 1934, the United 
States 


government was willing to pay only 
S20.67 for every ounce of newly 
mined gold hut ever since that date 
a bonus of about $15 an ounce has 
been paid by the treasury here for 
all gold mined anywhere in the 
world. 


Calculating this bonus or subsidy, 


which unlike a loan does not have 
to be paid back, the total amount of 
the gift to the rest of the world is 
approximately $6,000.000,000. 


This means that foreign countries 


have exchanged their gold ounces 
for American dollars buying securi- 
ties in American companies and 
building up their balances in Amer- 
ican banks. It is true the treasury 
earned a big bonus or profit on gold 
already accumulated by the United 
States before 1934 but the largest ac- 
cumulations that have come in from 
foreign countries since then have 
been those of newly mined gold or 
old metal exported to America in 
the natural course of trade. 


Purpose Of Bonus- 


The original purpose of the bonus 


was not of course to enable Europe 
to finance a war but merely to 
maintain American trade and par- 
ticularly to assist American farm 
products. Farm prices in 1933 were 
down and the devaluation of the 
gold dollar was intended to make 
them rise. 
Although farm prices 


did rise for awhfle other factors en- 
tered into the situation and until 
the present war boom started, the 
agricultural price scale was about 
as far down as at the time when the 
devaluation of the dollar 
began, 


thus nullifying almost entirely the 
gain derived from the devaluation 
step. 


As for the other prices of commo- 


dities not measured in international 
terms or in gold.' there has been rel- 
atively little change. That is why 
devaluation of the gold content of 
the dollar has been virtually mean- 
ingless in a domestic sense The pur- 
chasing power of th~ dollar, consid- 
ering the year 1926 to be on the ba- 
sis of 100. has been somewhere be- 
tween 125 and 116 during the last 
few years reaching the latter point 
only when the price rise started re- 
cently due to war conditions abroad. 
In other words the dollar buys Sl-16 
worth of goods today as compared 
with 1926 and hence devaluation of 
the dollar has been an academic 
matter thus far. 


Benefit By Trade 


As for foreign countries, howev- 


er, they have benefitted by the fact 
that America was willing to trade 
$35 for an ounce of gold instead of 
S20.67 and this enrichment came 
live years ago as Europe began pre- 
paring for another war. Even Russia 
and Germany have benefitted indi- 
rectly by the bonus on gold because 
all exchange prices for gold have 
been influenced by the purchases 
engaged in by America. In effect,

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THE SIGNALS ARE MIXED 


A while back we suggested that the gov- 


ernor of Wisconsin couid do himself a ser- 
vice by conveying to the people of the 
state some information which they have 
a right to have from him and which they 
obviously expect. A simple and straight- 
forward statement of the facts of the state 
financial situation has long been overdue. 


In the last few days the governor has 


made some pronouncements on the state's 
financial position, the result of which has 
been to add to the already considerable 
confusion on the subject. 
The impres- 


sion is pretty general that all is not well 
in the treasury at Madison, but no one 
knows the score in the never-ending con- 
test between the tax collectors and the tax 
spenders. The signals have been mixed 
somewhere. 
Either Governor Heil has 


forgotten what he was saying only a few 
weeks ago, or he has a habit of incon- 
sistency which we can't admire. 


About a month ago the governor sum- 


moned his friends of the state senate to 
his office to discuss what was regarded 
as his last effort to formulate a tax pro- 
gram, a revenue bill which every respon- 
sible member of the Heil administration 
had been insisting for 
many previous 


months was an absolute necessity, a cli- 
max to half a dozen earlier tax bills 
which had been smothered for one reason 
or another in legislative chambers. From 
report^ of that meeting we gather that 
the governor did his utmost to pledge the 
legislators to support of his latest taxing 
idea, the fantastic gross income tax. 


But the senate coldly dismissed it and 


the legislature adjourned with bleak fore- 
casts by leading administration men ring- 
ing-in its ears,,mumblings about deficits, 
defaults, payless~ paydays, and other pes-, 
simistic eventualities. 
Meanwhile, the" 


•budget bureau»saowed that whfle the-feg- 
islatufe-had shown no bashfulness in-ap- 
propriating moneyr it had been singular- 
ly/-^unconcerned about the necessity 
for 


raising it, with-lhe result that receipts for 
the blenMum' were estimated at $20,- 
000,000 less than authorized 
expendi- 


tures. 


Since adjournment there have been 


predictions -from respectable sources, in- 
cluding qualified and non-partisan organ- 
izations, that the state would be forced to 


. suspend some of its obligations unless new 


revenues are devised. And the other day 
Assemblyman Catlin, who^must be regard- 
ed as the administration leader in the 
assembly with the resignation of Mr. Pe- 
terson, said that he had called upon Heil 
to impress upon him the fact that the Re- 
publicans for many years, himself in- 
cluded, have been representing themselves 
as the men who believed above all in 
balanced governmental budgets. 


Thus it is justifiable to suspect that 


the state budget is out of balance, and 
equally logical to expect that if it is out 
of balance that some expenditures will 
have to be sacrificed. The state govern- 
ment, happily enough, cannot borrow. 


But then listen to Mr. Heil in two re- 


cent public statements: 


"I give you my pledge as governor of 


Wisconsin that our state aids will be pro- 
vided, that the relief problem of the state 
will be adequately met, and that employes 
on the state payroll will receive their 
lawful compensation.'' 


Or this letter to county boards which 


are meeting this week: 


"There seems to be some question in 


tne minds of the public whether payments 
will be made by the state of all aids for 
schools, dependent people, pensions and 
funds to locai units of government.

WATER SERVICE STILL COSTS MONET 


Last week the city of Milwaukee was 


g.ven a judgment in the Circuit Court 
against the city of West Allis for some 
$520,000 for water furnished by tne Mil- 
waukee municipal plant to its suburb. 
Presumably the court action was neces- 
sary because Milwaukee had never had 
approved by the Public Service Commis- 
sion a schedule of rates covering 
the 


wholesale delivery of water to another 
municipality. 


After many years of preachment belit- 


tling the cost r-f construction and opera- 
tion of public utilities, the city adminis- 
tration at Milwaukee found itself on the 


other foot For the question the court had 
to decide related to the reasonableness 
of the amount to be charged and necessi- 
tated an investigation of the amount Mil- 
waukee had invested in its water plant 
and what it reasonably expends every 
year to operate it. Such evidence would 
indicate that pipe lines come high, fuel is 
costly, excavation, mostly labor, easily 
piles up into the thousands, and taxes, too, 
have become a factor which cannot be 
merely sniffed at. 


The case should serve to remind us 


how wise we were some thirty-five years 
ago to adopt the system we have, au- 
thorizing a specialized tribunal to fix the 
rates of all utilities, not alone to save the 
customer from a controversy over every 
bill, but to compel him only to pay a rate 
commensurate with the cost of construct- 
ing and operating the particular utility 
which happens to serve him. 


For the cost of construction and oper- 


ation varies widely. In most large cities 
the concentration of business has resulted 
in lower rates than in smaller towns. But 
there are exceptions, many of them de- 
pending upon the quality and extent of the 
service the particular community may de- 
mand. 


Just recently the city of Miami, Flor- 


ida, purchased its u, ater plant for slightly 
over $5,000,000. This was a very reason- 
able sum considering that the city has a 
population of over 100,000. But when ef- 
fect is given to the fact that its pipes are 
only covered with sufficient soil to put 
them out of sight and its engineers need 
give no consideration to the frost line it 
is evident that a factor of extreme im- 
portance in cost has been eliminated in 
the southland. 


Small communities, due to the econ- 


omy of modern machinery, have some- 
times stepped into municipal 
operation 


just at the right tune to furnish attrac- 
tive rates. But the effort to cover this 
problem of original cost and continual op- 
eration by one rule is as hopeless as to 
cover every man satisfactorily with a suit' 
made to one measure.

Overlooking for the moment the acute 


inadvisability of the President ever rec- 
ommending criminal action against any 
individual, and certainly never upon a 
superficial examination, we have searched 
Mr. Browder's speech, not only the quoted 
part but the rest of it, m a vain effort 
to find any threat against this government" 
or any near threat. 


Whether or not a highly developed 


country like America would be easier for 
socialism to take over than one not so 
developed, is certainly a matter of opin- 
ion. We do not think it makes _ any dif- 
ference.

The letter stated in part: "Tuber- 


culosis is not inherited. Rarely does 
one hear of a school child dying of 
tuberculosis. It is the grown-ups 
who die of the disease but parents 
and teachers should be concerned 
about 
tuberculosis 
in 
children. 


Tuberculosis begins in childhood. 


"Unlike 
many 
other 
diseases 


which run their course in a few- 
days or weeks, tuberculosis is long- 
lasting or chronic. It begins when 
germs take root somewhere in the 
lungs. Years may pass before those 
germs cause any serious symptoms. 


"There are two tests, however, by 


which a doctor may discover tuber- 
culosis. One is the tuberculin test, 
a simple, harmless, practically pain- 
less skin test which shows vhether 
or not there are tubercle bacilli in 
the body. The other test is the x-- 
ray examination which shows what 
damage if any they 
have 
done.

OshkMh—A tentative budget of 


$704,495.48 for 1940—approximately 
$60,000 less than that of this year- 
will be submitted to the Winnebago 
county board at its regular Novem- 
ber cession which got under way at 
the courthouse at 10 o'clock this 
morning. 


The budget will not become final 


until approved by the board and 
does not include expected requisi- 
tions from a number of departments 
as yet unreported. Estimated rev- 
enues for 1940 are listed at $111.750. 
in addition to a contingent fund 
of $50,000. This leaves $642.745.48 
to be raised by a tax levy next year 
in comparison to $701,918.59 in 1939. 


Included in the 
budget, which 


was filed with County Clerk Arthur 
E. Hedtke Monday, is a $55,000 re- 
quest for an addition to the county 
garage, additional pension and poor 
relief requirements and $25,000 for 
county trunk highway maintenance. 
A request of approximately $3,000 is 
expected to be submitted bv the 
sheriff's and coroner's committee, as 
the county's share in the installation 
and maintenance of the proposed 
two-way county radio. 


General Fond Surplus

X-RAY MACHINES 


X-rays are extremely short elec- 


tric waves. They can pass in front 
of a person's eyes without being 
seen. 


. A common type of X-ray travels 
by waves of which 
1,000.000.000 


"end to end" would spread out to a 
distance of one inch. Other X-ray 
waves are even shorter than that! 


X-ray of an alarm Clock. 


X-ray pictures are not made in 


just the same way as a common 
photograph. The X-ray picture is 
a shadow. The rays go through the 
less solid 
objects and reach 
the 


film. The more solid objects hold 
back the rays, making a shadow on 
the film, 


The parts of a clock are 
not 


equally solid. That is why it is pos- 
sible for an X-ray picture to show 
some of the inner parts of a clock. 


X-rays go through the flesh of a 


man or an animal very easily. They 
also make a quick passage through 
wood, leather, paper and the like. 


It is simple for X-rays to pass 


through some metals 
(such 
as 


aluminum) but hard to go through 
other metals. Iron is one of the 
metals which tend to hold back 
X-rays. Yet scientists have been 
able to send extra-short 
X-rays 


through sheets of iron. 


To 
make 
X-ray 
photographs 


through certain metals, there must 
be an exposure of minutes, or even 
hours. To make pictures through 
flesh, on the other hand, the ma- 
chine is turned on, only a second or 
two. 


There is no danger to a person 


who is X-rayed for a short time. 
On the other hand, there would be 
danger if he were exposed to X- 
rays for two minutes. 


Men who 'worked with X-rays 


found that out years ago. Old types 
of X-ray machines did their .work, 
but those who handled them were j 
not properly guarded. As a result, j 
some X-ray workers suffered from j 
cancer and died. 
j 


Modern X-ray machines are built 


with a great care. The rays are sent 
to one .special place, and lead is ' 
used to shield the persons who run ' 
them. 
i 


Oddly enough, it has been found ! 


that X-rays are helpful in treating 
some kinds of cancer. Used by doc- 
tors. or by operators following the 
orders • of doctors, they are given 
credit for having saved hundreds 
of lives.
